1 A way must be devised to place cor­ 
porations under proper restraint and to 
bring to the tax-roll the vast aggregate 
of untaxed personal property, but it 
will never be accomplished by the im­ 
pulsive hodge-podge methods of sixty- 
day legislatures. 
The executive 
and 
judicial forces of the government act 
quickly and directly. 
The legislative 
forces, hampered by the conditions sur 
rounding them and the greater compli­ 
catio n oi the questions before them, 
seem to be inadequate. 
It is more dif­ 
ficult to make wise laws than to inter­ 
pret or execute them. 
It seems to me 
that the great reform laws must be 
framed by commissions composed of 
the ablest men in the states. 
They 
must 
have 
time 
thoroughly 
to 
study the subject. 
Opportunity must 
be given to the interests to be affected 
and to the public to present suggestions 
and objections. 
There should be no 
attem pt to bring in the millenium on 
the morrow. 
It would be too sudden. 
The ideal can not be reached at a step, 
but we should face and move that 
way.

FISH AS FOOD. 


The Dark 1» Better Than the White For 
an Active I’enoo. 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer, iu The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, contends that there has 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. 
“ The albuminoid m atter in 
white fish, a* cod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about the same proportion as in 
b<*^f and mutton. They contain, bPw* 
ever, more phosphorus—the active fish, 
such as trout aud pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. 
The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon the amount of fat 
they contain. 
The whitefish are, there­ 
fore, deficient iu carbon. 
If you should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carlxihydrutes. 
“ Th< re an- other kinds of fish, how­ 
ever, such as salmon, cattish and stur­ 
geon, that aie quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of which 
they are not so easily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis­ 
persed through the body, the more diffi­ 
cult the digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
From this fact we 1* ;irn that dark fish 
make a much be tter diet for the active 
man. Many authorities affirm that the 
more active fish, as well as the more 
active animals, give better muscle mak­ 
ing food than their more indolent rela­ 
tions. ”

The importance of the part played by 
dominant hallucinations in the history 
of the world can sc arcely be overrated. 
Julius Osesi r. ! :,] olcon Bonaparte, Soc­ 
rates, LutL.r, ]■ f.tiuR Loyola» arewbut 
a few of tlio fip at men whoso lives were 
intimately entwined with ruling delu­ 
sions. 
In these cases the illusions seem 
to have been persistent and not to have 
been prrdcced by any voluntary effort 
on the part of the seer. 
On the other 
hand, Talma could walk on to the stage 
and after sbuiug at the brilliant and 
applauding audience for a few seconds 
would see nothing but rows of grinning 
skeletons. In this lie seems to have fore­ 
stalled Herr Roentgen, for the skeletons 
were in the exact positions of the mem­ 
bers of the audience and changed their 
postures with every variation of their 
positions.

T W ieffeiwnviile Bonds- 


A special from Jeffersonville states 
that Senator Louis Schneck has filed an 
injunction suit against the common 
MHinsil of that eity to prevent the re­ 
funding of the $87,000 worth of bonds 
whieh were declared illegal by the su­ 
preme coart. The proposition to re­ 
fund the bonds is based on an enabling 
set passed by the recent legi-lature. 
Senator Schneck states that no such 
suit has been filed, but should such be 
instituted, being a taxpayer there, he 
would be more ot less interested. 
The matter of these bonds, and what 
the holders paid for them and for what 
purposes the whole.amount of $87,000 
was used has been attracting consider­ 
able attention and will likely continue 
to do for some time.

Th* Dark Is Wetter Than the W U U For 
an Active Darvon. 
Mrs. 
S. T. Borer, iu The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, contends that there has 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. 
“ The albuminoid m atter in 
white fish, as rod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about the same proportion as in 
beef and mutton. 
They cootaip, how­ 
ever, more phosphorus—the aet ive fish, 
such as trout aud pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, One no doubt to 
their activity, 
The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon the amount of fat 
they contain. 
T h e whitefish are, there­ 
fore, deficient in carbon. 
If you should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to servo w ith a boiled white fish she 
would answer quiekly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohydrates, 
“ There are oilier kinds a f fish, how 
ever, such as salmon, cattish ami stur­ 
geon, that ult quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in conscqm nee of which 
they ar** not so easily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis­ 
pelled through the tsxly, the mon* tliffi- 
eult tilt* digestion, In th* white fish tbt 
fat is held in Git* liver; in the dark fish 
It is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
Fro to this fact we h arri that dark fish 
make a much la tter diet for the active 
man 
Many authorities affirm that the 
mort* active fish, as well as tho more 
active animals, give better muscle malt 
lug food than their mort indolent rela­

This must 
have been aa economical way of hiring 
a subject by th© hour and would be an 
acceptable talent in these days of highly 
feed models. The ghastly ease described 
by Sir W alter Scott of the man who 
knew that ho was dying, and knew 
equally well that there was nothing 
whatever the m atter w ith him, is per­ 
haps too fam iliar to need more than 
passing mention. The black cat that

An old gentleman described by the 
late Dr. Elam had a power of conjuring 
up, often without voluntary effort, two 
or more charm ing dancing girls, and the 
antics of these nymphs continued until 
gleep came to the rescue. The old fellow 
was of a particularly pious and proper 
turn of mind, so that their gratuitous 
ballet was presumably wasted pa him. 
Nicolai of Berlin, a very level beaded 
savant, was troubled for two paonths 
w ith the vision cf a corpse, The ballu 
ciliation lasted as a rule exactly eight 
minutes, and the body was apparently 
always steady at a uniform distance of 
about ten feet from the observer. 
This trouble 
supervened suddenly 
after a violent quarrel in which Nloolai 
had 
been 
engaged. 
U ltim ately the 
corpse and all tho poor jnan’s other de­ 
lusions were driven back to their own 
sphere by the prosaic attacks cf leeches 
on the temples, 
This treatm ent was

shire late in the last century. He habit­

MELTED SNOW POWER. 


SwIm Towns That U tilise the Mountain 
Streams. 
Besides a considerable number of 
large water power installations Switzer­ 
land is full of small power plants, nearly 
every town in that land of mountains 
and waterfalls being well supplied with 
power from the “ white coal, ” as the 
melting snow on the mountain sides has 
well been called. 
When there are no 
large streams, many small ones art im ­ 
pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any sine which is not well 
lighted by the power of some mountain 
stream. 
At Montreux the electric tramway 
gets its power in this way, and from the 
old Roman town of Vevey to the me­ 
diaeval castle of Chillon one may ride in 
a trolley car propelled by the power of 
an insignificant little stream which may 
or may not Le noticed when climbing 
up the hillsides just above. 
The capabilities of this general util 
ixation of natural power are beginning 
to be understood everywhere, and, with 
the appreciation of the possibilities of 
the best methods of long distance trans­ 
mission, the development of many moun­ 
tain streams m ust surely come. 
There 
are innumerable streams, which, while 
very small, are yet very high, and these 
can w ith comparatively little difficulty 
be impounded and carried down many 
hundreds of feet, thus making up for 
their lack of volume by the great pres­ 
sure readily obtainable, and, either by 
the use of electricity or compressed air, 
the power may be transm itted to many 
points at application with but. little 
lose.—Canner's Magazine.
